8 (iii) The Commissioner may waive the requirements of regulations

9 adopted under subparagraph (i) of this paragraph for the use of a uniform treatment
10 plan form for any entity that would be using the form solely for interna purposes.

11 (1v) THE REGULATIONS ADOPTED UNDER SUBPARAGRAPH (1) OF
12 THISPARAGRAPH SHALL SPECIFY THE CIRCUMSTANCES UNDER WHICH A PROVIDER
13 MAY VOLUNTARILY USE A CARRIER'S PROPRIETARY FORM.
